The lV arren B ridge B ill.— This Bill appears to be 
treated as if it were merely a legislative shuttlecock, 
instead sof innvolving considerations of vital and ab­ 
sorbing interest to a large portion of the community.— 
'Pen days ago, the Bill was sent back to the Senate by 
the House, with an amendm ent consisting of two addi­ 
tional sections, the effect of which, if finally ndopted, 
will he to render the W arren B rid g e/ree, us soon as 
the tolls collected thereon shall amount to a capital suf­ 
ficient to yield an interest equal to the annual expense 
of superintending it and keeping it 10 repair. 
T he 
Senate 
noil-concurred in these amendments of the 
Ileus«, and, after engrnfting other amendments on the 
Bill, returned it to the House, which voted teadhere to 
its own amendments, by a much grunter majority than 
they were originally carried by. 
Committees of C on­ 
ference were then appointed, the result of which, on 
Friday, wns— that the Senate voted to recede from its 
former vote of non-concurrence, in the amendments 
o f Wie House ; hut on Saturday, this vote was re-ccn- 
sidered, on motion of Mr Dexter, and the question 
being then re-taken, upon the Senate’s adherence to 
their original vote of non-concurrence in the am end­ 
ments of the House, it was decided in the affirmative, 
by a vote of—Yeas, 12—N ay, 10. 
Ceneral A u stin , 
of Charlestown, then gave notice that he should move 
fot a fe-Consideratton of this vote, on Monday (to day.) 
The ordinary course of proceeding, when a Senator 
gives such notice, that he intends on a succeeding day, 
to move for a re-consideration, is for the Clerk to re­ 


tain the hill, and not transmit it to the other branch of 
the Legislature ; but, in this case, after General Austin 
had announced his intention, a motion was made, that 
the Clerk should be peremptorily directed to carry the hill 
down to the House forthwith. 
A few of the opponents 
of the W arren Bridge, however, shrunk back from the 
barefaced proposition, and, by their votes, turned the 
balance against the motion, which was consequently 
lost by a majority of three. 
Several Senators from 
Middlesex aud Essex, friendly to a free bridge, were 
absent. 
Had they been present, the question of non­ 
concurrence would have been decided in the negative. 
Should each branch persist in adhering to its present 


vote, till the end of the session, the tolls must necessa­ 
rily cease on the W arren Bridge, after that period ; hut 
the friend* of the bridge would prefer that it should 
becom e free by the effect of a new and express law, 
rather than by an omission on the part of the present 
legislature to act definitively upon the subject. 
B a r-R u les.— On Tuesday last, the House, on mo­ 
tion of Mr Rantoul, voted, respecting the admission of 
attornies and counsellors, to practice in our Courts of 
L aw , that any person, of good moral character, over 
tw enty-one years of age, might, upon filing an applica­ 
tion with the Clork of any Court, practice law therein. 
On Friday, the House re-considered this vote by a very 
great majority, but substituted no other regulation in 
its place : and on Saturday, Mr Foster, of Brimfield, 
introduced two propositions of a medium ch aracter:— 
one, that any person, producing a certificate from a 
counsellor, or attorney that ha has studied law threo 
years shall, upon application, be admitted to practice 
law in any of our Courts. 
T he second prpposition is 
— that any person, not having studied three years, who 
shall produce u recommendation from a Counsellor or 
attorney, may petition the Court, to be exam ined, by 
persons appointed by the Court, and if found qualified 
bv such examiners, may be admitted to practice law. 
Mr R antoul opposed these amendments, upon 
the 
ground, they would continue to constitute the bar a 
close corporation, by giving to the members the ex­ 
clusive power to admit or reject candidates for the 
profession. 
Mr Robinson, the original and successful 
agitator of the question, also spoke against the amend­ 
ment ; but, ufter a desultory debate, it was carried by 


a’majority of twenty-nine.
